In this district the price is about 
18 cents per bushel less than ,the 
Fort William price. The cost of 
shipping wheat from Fort William 
to Montpeal last year averaged 3.7 
cents per bushel, ‘Phis is less than 
usual as the ‘boat charges sometimes 
go up to 8 or 9 cents per bushel, The 
cost of shipment from Montreal to 
Liverpool is usually about 7 certs. 
It thus costs about 30 cents a bushel 
to ship to the market at Liverpool. 
It is interesting to note that it costs 
34 cents a bushel to ship wheat from 
Fort Willlam to Montreal by — rail. 
The wheat going west must pass 
thru the Panama (Canal. The toll at 
this canal is about $1.00 a gross ton, 
so that the aveyage boat must pay 
about $8,000 to $9,000 for permission 
to go thru.

Farmers Will Meet 
To Discuss Revision 
Of Land Contracts 


Revision of their land contracts 
with the Canadian Pacific Railway 
is stll being sought by farmers on 
the irrigation block. Discussion of 
such revision will bring together 
farmers from every point in the pro- 
ject at a meeting to be held in 
Brooks next Thuraday, March 8, at 
2:00 p.m. 

For the past few years farmers 
who bought land from the C. P. R., 
especially irrigation farmers, have 
been unable to meet the terms of 
their contracts due to the very low 
prices for thelr grain. The company 
tried to meet the situation last year 
by offering to accept one-fourth 
share of the crop in payment for 
water rental, interest and principal 
payment for one year. The majority 
of farmers accepted the offer. The 
previous year the agreement was on 
a one-third crop share basis. 


While grain prices have advanced 
during the past 12 morths, the im- 
provement is not sufficient to enable 
farmers to meet the original terms 
on which they bought their land, 
and another one-year agreement 
with the company is anticipated. 

At the Brooky meeting next Thurs- 
day discussion will deal with an 
agreemert for one or more years, 
and it is expected a decision will be 
made as to the terms on which 
farmers are willing to continue their 
contracts, 

In the meantime the company re- 
mains mute on the subject of con- 
tract terms for 1934, but with the 
approach of spring an  announce- 
ment may be expected any day.
